Encyclopedia Canadiana. Editor-in chief, 
John E. Robbins. v.1-2. Ottawa, The 
Grolier Society of Canada Ltd., [c1957]. 
illus. 26%2cm. fabrikoid $129.50 for 10 
volumes in U.S. and Canada; to schools 
and libraries, $114.50. 

This is an interim review of the two 
published volumes of the projected ten- 
volume Encyclopedia Canadiana. The 
Subscription Books Committee intends to 
prepare a complete review when the en- 
tire set is available. The publishers in- 
form us that, because of import restric- 
tions affecting copyright, sets of the Ency- 
clopedia Canadiana ordered in the United 
States will be delivered on completion of 
the set rather than as the volumes are 


published. 


The editors state in the preface: “The 
Encyclopedia Canadiana tells the story of 
Canada, past and present, in word and 
picture. Some eight hundred persons have 
contributed manuscripts to it, and several 
times this number have responded to re- 
quests for information or illustrations. 
Thus it represents the combined efforts of 
several thousand people, and it is conse- 
quently much the most ‘comprehensive 
work of reference on Canada that has 
ever appeared.” 


The encyclopedia’s editor-in-chief is 
John E. Robbins, former director of the 
Education and Information Divisions of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and 
prominent in several national associations 
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such as the Canada Foundation, the Cana- 
dian Social Science Research Council, and 
the Canadian Citizenship Council. He is 
assisted by an editorial staff of seven, a 
research staff of four, and eight staff as- 
sistants. Seven chief advisers and con- 
sultants include W. Kaye Lamb, the Do- 
minion Archivist and National Librarian, 
and six regional advisers, among whom 
are the director of the Canada Founda- 
tion, three members of university facul- 
ties, and two well-known librarians. 

A Partial List of Contributors occupies 
15 pages, gives brief information about 
each contributor, and identifies his article 
or class of article. The length of the list 
and the caliber and variety of contributors 
suggest that experts on a wide variety of 
subjects, representing all parts of the 
country, have made their contribution. 
Outstanding writers, members of univer- 
sity faculties and government departments, 
librarians, leaders in the fields of educa- 
tion, religion, sports, the arts, business, and 
industry are included. Most of the articles 
occupying a column or more are signed 
with the contributor’s full name. 

Although the Encyclopedia Canadiana 
is a new venture, it owes something to its 
forerunner, The Encyclopedia of Canada, 
edited by W. S. Wallace and reviewed in 
Subscription Books Bulletin October 1935 
(p. 57-59) and October 1940 (p. 51-52). 
The preface to the Encyclopedia Canadi- 
ana mentions that The Grolier Society of 
Canada acquired property rights in the 
older encyclopedia in 1952 and that “the 
guidance provided by the earlier work has 
been of great value to the editors of the 
new in achieving balance and complete- 
ness.” 

A comparison of the entries in the two 
encyclopedias from Abbotsford to Ame- 
thyst (excluding see references) shows 
168 entries taking 66 pages in the Ency- 
clopedia of Canada and 163 entries taking 
152 pages in the Encyclopedia Canadiana. 
Of these, about two thirds of the headings 
are the same, and in a few cases, including 
two long articles—Almanacs by Dorothea 
Tod and Agriculture by H. A. Innis—the 
material from the older encyclopedia has 
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been carried over with some rearrange- 
ment into the new. (A _ supplementary 
article Agriculture Since the First World 
War has been added to the original article 
on agriculture.) 

A number of biographical entries in the 
older work have been omitted from the 
new one, generally entries for somewhat 
obscure writers or little-known persons, 
and about an equal number have been 
added, most of them for persons who were 
still living when the Encyclopedia of Can- 
ada was published. One change is the 
omission of a long and rather difficult arti- 
cle Aliens for which is substituted a short 
paragraph in Canadiana. Completely new 
entries in the Encyclopedia Canadiana are 
Accidents, Actuarial Science and Actu- 
ary, Adult Education, Alaska Highway, 
Alcoholic Beverages, Control and Sale, 
Alouette, and Altrusa International. Two 
entries which have much longer articles 
in the new encyclopedia are Advertising 
and Aluminium. 


This sampling would suggest that the 
E.wcyclopedia of Canada has been of use 
in the choice of subjects for the new work 


and in supplying some material as well. It 
would also seem that the changes that have 
been made are intended to broaden the 
scope of the encyclopedia to meet the 
needs of the general rather than the schol- 
arly reader. 

The inclusion of many articles on gen- 
eral subjects is a noticeable feature of the 
new encyclopedia. The treatment of the 
Canadian aspects of such subjects as 
astronomy, biology, baseball, book pub- 
lishing, broadcasting, and camping will be 
particularly useful in Canadian libraries 
and schools and should be of interest in 
American ones. 

The editors state in the preface that “in 
the presentation of material, the editors 
made clarity and conciseness their general 
goals. They aimed to make each article 
easily understood by the average reader 
with no more technical equipment: at his 
disposal than a standard dictionary.” The 
articles examined in these two volumes 
bear out the claim of, the editors. The 
articles vary in length. Of 120 entries from 
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Caraquet to Cayuse, seven are more than 
one column in length. More than half the 
articles are short paragraphs less than 20 
lines long. From Babiche to Baseball, 13 
out of 125 entries are more than one col- 
umn, with more than half the total under 
20 lines. 

A feature of the Encyclopedia Canadi- 
ana, also indicative of its aim to reach the 
general reader, is the generous use of il- 
lustration. According to information from 
the publishers, the ten volumes will con- 
tain “thousands of photographs, many in 
color, hundreds of historical drawings and 
specially prepared sketches and diagrams, 
hundreds of maps of regions and locali- 
ties,” and, judging from the profusion of 
illustration in the first two volumes, these 
figures are no exaggeration. 

Illustrations of all kinds are lively, in- 
teresting, and well-produced. The criti- 
cism might be made that on pages with 
short articles, the number of illustrations 
sometimes makes it difficult to relate them 
to the proper text at a glance. 

One interesting use of illustration is 
found in the eight-page colored graphic 
presentation of concise information pre- 
ceding the articles on Alberta and British 
Columbia (the two provinces so far dealt 
with). They provide a_ considerable 
amount of quick reference material put 
down in an eye-catching manner. 

No sources are given for illustrations. 
The sources, as well as an atlas of Canada, 
will appear in the last volume. Maps are 
prepared by C. S. Hammond & Company. 
The atlas in volume 10 will be in full color. 

The Geographical Branch of Mines and 
Technical Surveys cooperated in the pro- 
duction of black-and-white maps accom- 
panying geographical articles. These are 
numerous and easy to read and increase 
the value of the articles they accompany. 
They vary in size from three-by-three- 
fourths-inch sketch maps accompanying 
entries for small places (towns, islands, 
and gulfs) to full-page maps such as 
those entitled Air Lines (to accompany 
Airports and Air Routes), Canada at the 
Time of Confederation (accompanying 
British North American Act), and Loca- 


tion of the Canals of Canada (with the 
article Canals). 

Bibliographies appear to be uneven. A 
surprising number of the longer articles 
have either no bibliographies or very short 
ones. It should be remembered, however, 
that for many of the subjects covered 
little source material would be available. 
Collier’s Encyclopedia, for instance, lists 
16 well-known books on Ballet in its bib- 
liography for that subject, none of which 
could be used for Canadian ballet. 

Long articles Architecture, Atomic 
Energy, Banking, Canals, and Cattle are 
among those which have no bibliographies 
listed. On the other hand, the articles 
Anglican Church of Canada, Biology, 
British Columbia, Cartography, and 
Chemical Industries are examples which 
have full up-to-date bibliographical data. 

Objectivity in a national encyclopedia 
may be more difficult to achieve than in 
a general one. However, there has been 
found no lack of objectivity in the contri- 
butions to the Encyclopedia Canadiana. 
The short articles are completely factual. 
The long ones sometimes suggest short- 
comings in the Canadian way of life, and, 
when there is evidence of pride of achieve- 
ment, the factual approach still has been 
maintained. For some tastes the captions 
under illustrations may sometimes appear 
a little overenthusiastic. 

The two-column pages have clear print. 
Boldface headings are alphabetized by let- 
ter. An asterisk in the body of the article 
indicates a cross reference, and frequent 
see references appear in the text. 

The binding is a light grey-blue fabri- 
koid, with a picture of a Canadian indus- 
try on each cover. The effect is rather 
that of a school textbook. Standard re- 
inforcements are used, and the two review 
volumes seem fairly sturdy. 

Although no recommendation can be 
made before the set is complete, it is felt 
that in the two published volumes of 
Encyclopedia Canadiana there is promise 
of a valuable reference work on Canada.

The ALA 
liberty and justice 
book awards 


The second ALA Liberty and Justice Book 
Awards were presented to the winning authors 
on July 17, 1958, at San Francisco during the 
annual Conference of the American Library 
Association. 

The awards were presented for books 
published in the U.S. in 1957. They were made 
possible by a grant from The Fund for the 
Republic and were designed to draw especial 
attention to books which make distinguished 
contribution to the American tradition of lib- 
erty and justice, to encourage authors and 
publishers in creating such books, and to give 
substantial recognition to those who do so. An 
award of $5,000 was given to each of the win- 
ning authors; publishers of award-winning 
books received citations. 

Three judges made the selections in each 
category. The awards were administered by 
the ALA Intellectual Freedom Committee.

An English-born Canadian who served as one 
of Churchill’s personal secretaries during the 
war years writes glowingly, almost reverently 
of an employer who sometimes lost his tem- 
per but never the respect and loyalty of his 
staff. Memories of sleepless days and nights of 
work in London and in weekend retreats and 
of trips to Yalta, Quebec, Moscow, and other 
historic sites are brought into the account 
which gives many interesting glimpses of the 
man as well as the public figure. 


Walker, Thomas Calhoun. The honey-pod 
tree; the life story of Thomas Calhoun 
Walker. Day, $4.50. July 24. 


A posthumous autobiographical narrative by 
a Virginia Negro born of slave parents in 1862. 
Telling how his realized dream of receiving an 
education intensified his desire to help those of 
his own race, he modestly surveys his experi- 
ences in social betterment.

When his pregnant wife died of diphtheria 
young Dr. Randall Woodbury of the New 
Hampshire colony sought distraction from his 
double loss in studying at the highly regarded 
medical college in Edinburgh. However, he 
soon had enough of lectures and of his in- 
structors’ resistance to ideas or facts that 
challenged accepted theories, resumed active 
medical practice on the Isle of Rona, fell in 
love with the laird’s daughter Margery, and, 
in spite of an estrangement over his dalliance 
with an island girl, succeeded in taking Marg- 
ery with him when he departed for America 
to join in the Revolution.

tivated, modern school of hotel management 
represented by the rebellious Pavan heiress, 
who, at the very moment when she thinks she 
has won, is obliged to acknowledge Charles 
as professional superior and dominant male.

In surveying the features and the causes of 
Japan’s economic recovery since World War 
II the author compares the present-day pic- 
ture with that of the middle 1930's.
